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AUDITORS' OPINION 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statementsof  the  various  funds  and  groups 
of  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1979,  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  Our  examination 
was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and 
accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  is  the  practice  with  most  New  Hampshire  communities,  the  Town  of 
Charlestown  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and 
according,  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  statement. 

In  addition,  the  Town  has  not  capitalized  the  cost  of  property  and  equipment 
purchased  by  the  Enterprise  Funds  (Water  and  Sewer  Departments).  Likewise, 
no  depreciation  expense  is  recorded  on  these  funds.  Generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  require  that  property  and  equipment  of  enterprise  funds 
be  capitalized  and  depreciated  over  the  useful  lives  of  the  assets.  The  Town's 
records  do  not  permit  the  application  of  adequate  procedures  to  enable  us  to 
determine  the  cost  value  of  capital  assets  or  related  depreciation  expense  on 
them. 

Because  of  the  material  effect  of  the  omission  of  fixed  assets  and  related 
depreciation  on  the  financial  position,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements  of  these  Enterprise  Funds. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned  table  of 
contents,  other  than  the  financial  statements  of  the  Enterprise  Funds  (Water 
and  Sewer  Departments),  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various 
funds  and  groupsof  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  at 
December  31,  1979,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year 
then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  accompanying  supplemental  information  and  the  column  on  the 
accompanying  combined  balance  sheet,  captioned  "Totals,  Memorandum 
Only",  although  not  considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the 
financial  position  and  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  and  group  of 
accounts,  are  presented  primarily  for  supplemental  analysis  purposes.  This 
additional  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  audit  procedures  applied  in 
the  aforementioned  examination  of  the  basic  financial  statements  and  is,  in 
our  opinion,  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  basic 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Organizations  have  placed  several  interesting  exhibits:  The  Pre-school 
Nursery  group,  a  fine  collection  of  art  projects;  The  Girl  Scouts,  hobby 
collections;  The  Historical  Society,  items  of  local  interest;  A  North  Charlestown 
Craft  group,  hooked  rugs  and  wall  hangings. 

This  year  the  Girl  Scouts  and  the  Recreatioon  Committee  decorated  the 
Christmas  trees.  The  Charlestown  Jaycee  Women  furnished  a  Christmas  tree, 
decorated  by  children,  for  the  Childrens  room. 

We  appreciate  the  many  gifts  of  books  during  the  year. 

The  Garden  Club  has  furnished  floral  arrangements  each  week  of  the  year 
which  has  added  a  most  attractive  touch  to  the  library.  We  are  most  grateful  for 
this  service. 

The  History  Project  sponsored  by  a  CETA  grant  ran  out  of  funds  before  the 
project  could  be  completed,  but  we  have  a  good  start  on  an  annotated 
bibliography  of  our  books  on  local  and  area  history  as  well  as  some  oral 
histories  and  some  background  work  on  Charlestowns  Civil  War  Veterans.

They 
helped  with  the  reading  programs,  putting  on  a  very  successful  puppet  show 
and  also  helped  with  the  science  experiments.  We  appreciate  this  service.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1980 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  received  $366.00  in  income  from  subdivisions 
and  site  plan  fees,  sale  of  regulations  and  reimbursement  for  newspaper 
notices.  Total  expenses  were  $1 ,936.1 1  vs  the  budgeted  amount  of  $2,000.00. 
Of  this  amount  $770.50  went  for  printing  subdivisions,  zoning,  site  plan 
regulations  and  $675.00  went  to  costs  associated  with  preparation  of  the 
master  plan. 

Work  on  the  master  plan  progresses  slowly.  Drafting  on  utilities  is  under 
way,  an  aerial  photo  of  the  town  has  been  installed  in  the  Community  Room 
and  a  questionnaire  has  been  sent  to  property  owners,  concerning  their 
desires  for  the  town.  As  a  result  of  the  questionnaire  many  people  have 
volunteered  to  help  with  the  plan.  A  summary  of  the  questionnaire  items  is 
included  below. 

The  chairman  continued  to  participate  in  the  N.H./Vt.  Solid  Waste  Steering 
Committee  and  an  item  appears  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  cover  costs  of 
completion  of  the  study  phase  of  the  project. 

Richard  Shaw,  board  member,  participates  as  the  Charlesown  representative 
on  the  Sullivan  County  Engineering  Review  Panel,  dealing  with  projects 
performed  by  the  Sullivan  County  Engineer,  part  of  the  County  budget. 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  has  asked  that  we  place  an 
item  in  the  Warrant,  concerning  continued  participation  in  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program.  The  Ordinance  change  is  required  to  enable  Charlestown 
to  continue  to  enjoy  Flood  Insurance  support.  It  involves  the  expenditure  of  no 
funds,  but  insures  that  those  needing  flood  plain  insurance  will  be  eligible  for 
the  Flood  Insurance  Rates. 

The  Planning  Board  hasalsoplacedon  the  Warrant  two  articles  dealing  with 
protection  of  the  Watershed  in  the  town.  Voting  for  establishment  of  a  Zone 
"D"  designates  about  %  of  the  town  area  as  watershed,  where  limited  building 
and  development  will  help  insure  that  our  reservoir,  streams  and  sub-surface 
water  supplies  are  protected.  The  land  so  designated  is  largely  uninhabited, 
difficult  to  develop  and  part  of  our  scenic  road  location.  We  have  had  four 
public  hearings  on  the  matter  and  feel  it  is  prudent  at  this  time  to  take  steps  to 
protect  our  water  supplies. 

Voting  for  Zone  "E"  -  all  other  areas  in  town  not  now  zoned  -  establishes  as 
unrestricted  the  remaining  2/3  of  the  town  area;  meaning  there  is  no  restriction 
ontheuseof  that  land.  This  article  is  included  to  insure  that  the  zoning  we  do 
have,  including  the  watershed  zone  "D"  if  voted,  is  a  valid  zoning  ordinance. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  and  participation  of  citizens  who  have  joined  in 
our  Planning  Board  discussions.  We  are  particularly  grateful  to  the  Charlestown 
JAYCEES  for  their  efforts  in  printing,  mailing  and  tabulating  the  results  of  the 
questionnaire.

The  following  report  Is  a  breakdown  of  services  performed  by  this  Depart- 
ment In  all  fields  of  Department  functions. 

Fingerprints  taken  -  58.  These  were  for  employment  purposes  and  other 
activities  that  require  prints. 

Services  to  other  Police  Departments  -  824.  This  service  includes  Motor 
Vehicle  listings,  License  requests,  NCIC  requests,  relay  of  persons  and/or 
paper  work,  serving  papers  for  other  departments,  taking  into  custody 
subjects  wanted  by  State  Police  or  other  Police  Departments,  including 
Capias  and  Mittimus  papers  from  Sheriff  Department  and  Court,  and  assisting 
any  Police  Department  in  any  way  we  are  so  requested. 

Services  to  insurance  Companies-65.  This  includes  reports  the  insurance 
Companies  request  on  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  Thefts,  Burglaries. 

Family  Services  -  49.  This  Service  includes  Domestic  Problems,  helping  the 
Mentally  Disturbed,  Despondent  Persons  and  any  Family  problem  with  which 
this  Department  can  assist  (such  as  Juvenile). 

Courtesy  Services-  824.  This  service  includes  escorts  to  the  bank  for 
business  people  of  the  Town,  Traffic  control  for  Weddings,  Funerals,  Parades, 
special  Town  functions.  Church  Traffic,  delivering  messages,  transporting 
people  with  disabled  vehicles  to  get  aid,  aiding  the  Elderly  who  have  fallen  or 
any  other  problems  with  which  they  may  need  help,  checking  VIN's  on 
vehicles  to  assist  the  Town  Clerk  in  doing  registrations,  calling  Mutual  Aid  to 
tone  the  Fire  Department  when  calls  for  fire  come  to  the  Police  Department. 

Security  Checks  -  12,235.  These  are  checks  on  Businesses  and  Public 
Buildings  in  Town  throughout  the  year  to  insure  their  properties  are  secured. 

House  Security  Checks  -  2,024.  This  is  a  Security  Check  Sheet  for  people 
who  are  away  vacationing  or  hospitalized  and  request  their  property  be 
checked  to  insure  there  is  no  problem  with  their  property  while  they  are  away. 

Bank  Alarms  -  37.  The  Department  responded  to  these  alarms  at  the  three 
banks  in  our  Town  when  the  alarm  system  was  activated  for  various  reasons. 

Other  Alarms  -  143.  These  alarms  were  answered  when  they  were  activated 
for  some  reason  at  local  Businesses  and  buildings.  These  alarm  systems  are 
installed  in  our  Department. 

Total  Complaints  -  856.  This  includes  any  and  all  complaints  phoned  into  the 
department  or  came  to  us  in  person,  excluding  dog  complaints.  The  Depart- 
ment resolves  these  complaints  and  difficulties  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  best 
means  to  serve  the  public  and  preserve  the  peace. 

Dog  Complaints  -  248.  These  complaints  are  called  into  the  Police 
Department  and  referred  to  the  Dog  Officer,  If  he  is  unavailable,  the  duty 
Officer  tries  to  resolve  the  problem.  The  calls  include  dogs  running  loose, 
barking  constantly,  stray  dogs,  dogs  being  a  nuisance  in  gardens  and  yards. 
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Throughout  the  year  there  were  86  arrests  made  in  our  town.  388  summons 
issued,  148  warnings  issued  and  165  checkups.

Throughout  the  year  there  were  25  Juvenile  problems  handled  by  this 
Department.  All  of  the  cases  were  handled  either  through  the  Court  System  or 

by  the  Department  in  the  best  way  to  resolve  the  situation  for  all  parties 
involved. 

MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  Department  responded  to  29  calls  for  assistance  with  medical  problems, 
consisting  of  aiding  accident  victims,  people  with  lacerations  and  bruises  of  all 
types  and  various  other  incidents.  The  Department  also  aids  the  Ambulance 
service  since  the  cruiser,  being  mobile,  can  often  be  at  the  scene  of  a  medical 
emergency  prior  to  Ambulance  arrival.  The  Cruiser  is  equipped  with  a 
Resuscitator  and  First  Aid  Kit. 

There  were  228  calls  that  came  to  the  Police  Department  for  the  Ambulance 
service.  TheAmbulance  service  was  Dispatched  to  the  various  situations. 

PROPERTY  LOSS  AND  RECOVERY  VALUE 

Property  Value  loss  through  Thefts,  and  Burglaries  in  Charlestown  for  the 
year  was  $53,208.00. 

Property  Value  recovered  in  Charlestown  for  the  year  was  $18,024.00. 

With  these  figures,  there  was  a  34%  recovery  on  Thefts  and  Burglaries  for  the 
year. 

The  value  of  property  loss  from  the  two  Arsons  and  the  Attempted  Arson  is 
estimated  at  One  Million  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  1980the  Conservation  Commission  reviewed  numerous  Dredge  and 
Fill  requests.  The  purpose  of  investigating  these  requests  is  for  the  protection 
of  the  abutting  landowners  and  the  preservation  of  wildlife. 

The  Commission  supervised  Green-Up  Day  again  this  year  with  the  able 
assistance  of  many  young  people  and  several  local  organizations.  We 
sincerely  appreciate  the  willing  community  participation  each  year.  Cleaning 
the  roadsides  annually  prevents  a  build-up  of  refuse  and  helps  to  keep  our 
community  attractive. 

In  the  spring  we  would  appreciate  any  volunteer  help  with  clean-up  and 
maintenance  of  the  Clay  Brook  Nature  Trail.  We  plan  to  make  an  additional 
trail  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  brook  which  will  connect  with  the  original 
trail.  Any  suggestions  for  improvements  to  the  trail  or  other  use  for  the  land 
may  be  made  by  contacting  the  Conservation  Commission  or  the  Selectmen.

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1980  AMBULANCE  REPORT 

The  Charlestown  Ambulance  Service  will  remember  1980  as  a  very  Productive 
and  Progressive  Year.  It  was  our  10th  year  of  service  to  the  citizens  of 
Charlestown,  highlighted  by  the  addition  of  three  new  members,  2  Emergency 
Medical  Technicians  (EMTS)  and  1  Registered  Nurse.  The  town  also 
purchased  a  new  ambulance  which  has  proved  to  be  a  very  effective  vehicle. 

Due  to  the  passage  of  an  article  at  the  1980  Town  Meeting(21,920.00)  was 
provided  for  the  purchase  of  this  new  vehicle.  Following  that  approval,  the 
membership  in  its  entirety  decided  to  purchase  a  1980  Packet,  the  mini- 
module  manufactured  by  Yankee  Coaches  of  Palmer,  MA. 

The  Packet  provides  such  features  as  the  retension  of  the  patient  compartment 
at  time  of  vehicle  replacement,  estimating  a  future  savings  of  ten  -  to  -  twelve 
thousand  dollars.  By  removing  (8)  U-Bolts  the  patient  compartment  can  be 
retained  while  the  chasis  is  replaced.  Our  Packet  is  presently  mounted  on  a 
one-ton  Chevrolet  Truck  Chasis.  Besides  providing  the  most  stable  and 
comfortable  ride  of  any  ambulance  examined,  this  unit  offers  the  most 
equipment  placement  and  storage  space  available  for  the  money.  The  patient 
compartment  is  made  of  aluminum  and  is  guaranteed  for  10  years. 

The  Packet  was  delivered  in  August  at  a  cost  of  $26,532.50.  The  difference 
between  that  figure  raised  in  the  article  and  the  purchase  price  was  off-set  by: 

1.  $600.00  received  for  by  our  1966  Buick  Ambulance  (donated  by 
our  Grange  in  1969.) 

2.  $2343.04  from  the  Ambulance  Services  Funds  (resulting  from 
Memorial  Contributions  and  Fund  Raising  Activities). 

3.  $1669.46  from  the  Ambulance  Services  1980  Operating  Budget. 

Equipping  the  new  ambulance  was  made  possible  by  the  generous  contributions 
of  local  businesses  and  private  citizens.  Several  hundred  dollars  was  donated 
for  this  purpose. 

Due  to  the  addition  of  our  new  Packet  and  the  retension  of  our  1974 
Chevrolet  wide  body  van,  our  two  mobil  life  support  units  have  permitted  us  to 
provide  uninterrupted  service  to  the  citizens  of  Charlestown. 

When  both  ambulances  have  been  in  use  at  the  same  time,  our  three 
neighboring  ambulance  services  have  been  prepared  to  assist  in  the  event 
circumstances  necessitated.  Cooper  Ambulance  Service  from  Bellows  Falls, 
Vt.  covers  South  Charlestown,  Golden  Cross  Ambulance  Service  from 
Claremont,  N.H.  covers  North  Charlestown  while  Springfield's  Ambulances 
cover  the  village.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be  part  of  such  a  closely-knit 
-network  providing  back-up  and  coverage  for  one  another.  In  the  event  of  a 
major  disaster,  dozens  of  ambulances  would  become  immediately  available  to 
Charlestown  due  to  our  Mutual  Aid  Organization. 

During  the  past  year,  Charlesown's  Ambulances  responded  212  times 
treating  and  transporting  188  patients.  Thirty-seven  persons  fell  victim  to 
motor-vehicle  accidents,  forty  patients  were  transported  with  cardio-vascular 
disorders.  Twenty-five  responses  were  made  for  miscellaneous  accidents  and 
sixty-six  patients  were  transported  due  to  a  variety  of  illnesses.  The  ambulanc- 
es responded  to  twenty-one  major  fires  and  treated  eight  firemen  at  the  scenes 
for  a  variety  of  related  minor  injuries.  The  balance  of  our  calls  were  of  a 
miscellaneous  nature. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  10  active  members  of  the 
Charlestown  Ambulance  Service  for  the  hundreds  of  hours  they  spend  each 
year  providing  prompt,  professional  and  personalized  service  to  desperate 
victims  of  circumstances.  Their  dedication  makes  me  proud  to  be  part  of  their 
organization.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HEALTH  OFFICER 

Several  visits  were  made  to  private  properties  to  investigate  complaints  of 
overflowing  septic  systems.  Corrective  action  was  taken  in  all  cases.  Most 
septic-leach  field  system  owners  are  now  aware  that  the  simple  flushing  of  a 
yeast  cake  into  their  toilet  to  septic  tank  will  aid  considerably  in  the  natural 
digestion  of  waste  matter. 

A  number  of  private  wells  that  showed  moderate  to  high  bacteria  counts 
were  purged  with  sodium  hypochlorite.  This  Is  an  approved  method  of 
chlorinating  a  well  and  piping  system.  The  number  of  cubic  feet  of  water  is 
determined  (Pi  X  radius  of  the  well  squared  times  the  water  depth)  and  divided 
by  13  and  this  gives  the  answer  for  the  number  of  pints  of  Chlorox  that  should 
go  into  the  well  for  one  to  two  hours  (contact  time).  The  water  is  then  run  to  the 
ends  of  the  pipes  to  faucets  until  chlorine  is  smelled  and  then  the  faucets  are 
turned  off  for  a  minimum  of  24  hours.  Then  the  water  Is  run  until  the  taste  and 
smell  of  chlorine  is  not  evident. 

Routine  Inspections  were  made  at  residences  where  the  owners  had  applied 
for  certification  and  licensing  for  Group  Day  Care,  Foster  Home,  or  Family  Day 
Care  Home. 

The  town  solid  waste  disposal  site  had  no  rodent  or  vermin  problems. 

Two  meetings  were  attended  that  dealt  with  drinking  water  quality  and 
wastewater  treatment.  One  meeting  was  in  the  State  of  Maine.  Numerous 
sampling  sites  and  bacterial  analyses  of  town  watershed  water  were  sampled 
and  cultured  to  gain  personal  knowledge  and  to  train  Boy  Scouts  working  for 
Environmental  Science  merit  badges.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  continues 
to  monitor  our  town  drinking  water  and  report  results  to  the  Town  Office.

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WATER  REPORT 

The  Water  Department  cut  all  brush  around  Hall's  Pond.  The  lower  reservoir 
was  cleaned  and  all  hydrants  flushed. 

The  C.hlorinator  house  and  the  Pump  house  were  painted.  All  the  basins  and 
the  shut-off  boxes  on  Taylor  Hill  were  raised. 

The  Water  Department  laid  three  new  basins  on  Cheshire  Avenue  and 
cleaned  all  catch  basins.  It  cleaned  and  overhauled  the  swimming  pool  and 
switched  all  the  Town  of  North  Charlestown  from  the  reservoir  to  Artesian 
water  supply.  It  hauled  in  fill  to  cover  the  five  thousand  gallon  water  tank  and 
also  graveled  a  new  driveway  by  the  pump  house.  300  ft  of  one  inch  copper 
pipe  to  two  new  houses  in  North  Charlestown  were  laid;  also  one  half  acre  of 
land  for  the  cemetery  was  cleared. 

SEWER  REPORT 

The  Sewer  Department  laid  thirty  feet  of  new  sewer  line  on  Cummings 
Avenue,  and  eighty  feet  of  new  sewer  line  and  one  new  basin  on  Norman 
Avenue.  It  drained  both  lagoons  at  the  sewer  plant  to  repair  the  air  lines.  All 
weeds  and  grasses  were  pulled  around  both  lagoons  and  all  fields  by  the  sewer 
plant  were  moved.

The  dedicationof  this  report  to  MaryGray  is  a  first  time  item.  It  is  our 
hopethatfuture  Boards  will  continuethe  procedure  as  there  are  many 
people  in  our  community  deserving  of  similar  recognition. 

This  report,  as  previous  ones,  contains  all  of  the  past  years  business 
of  the  Town.  Because  it  is  presented  in  book  form,  it  may  be 
disconcerting  to  have  to  hunt  for  any  particular  item,  feel  free  to  call  to 
one  of  the  Selectmen  or  Mary  Gray  to  assist  you. 

One  note  of  interest  is  the  increase  in  the  Budget  item  dealing  with 
the  Tax  Map  and  Assessors  cost.  Since  the  Town  was  reassessed 
three  years  ago,  transfers  of  properties  have  proven  that  the  present 
valuation  has  decreased  to  about  65%  of  true  values.  State  law 
mandates  periodic  updating. 

To  maintain  a  1 00%  true  value,  will  cost  about  $4,800  this  year.  It  is 
necessary  to  do  this  to  be  sure  that  every  parcel  is  taxed  its  fair  share. 

Be  sure  to  attend  the  Town  Meeting,  this  is  where  next  year's 
business  starts.
